VULNERABLE res¬ 
idents are being 
kicked out of care 
homes just 28 days 
after families raise 
fears about their 
treatment, the Daily 
Express can reveal.

Another activist, who had

that’s what it takes”. Last night 
the Metropolitan Police said that 
209 arrests had been made in all. 

The first five were made on 
Monday afternoon as three men 
and two women were held on 
suspicion of causing criminal 
damage at Shell’s headquarters. 


Corbyn: We’ll end the 
‘ nightmar e’ regime of 
primary school tests 


PARENTS, teachers and educa¬ 
tion experts backed Labour’s 
plans to scrap tests for primary 
school children last night. 

Party leader Jeremy Corbyn 
said he would axe the Sats 
assessments because youngsters 
were suffering nightmares and 
being “left in floods of tears”. 

He said dropping the “regime 
of extreme pressure testing” 
would also ease pressures on 
overworked teachers. 

Ministers warned ditching the 
English, maths and science tests 
for seven and 11-year-olds 
would harm children. 

But campaign group More 
Than A Score backed Mr 
Corbyn’s announcement. 

A spokesman said: “We’ve 
now reached a tipping point as 
parents, teachers, heads, educa¬ 
tion experts and politicians 
agree: the current testing regime 
makes no sense and is damaging 
for pupils, teachers and schools.” 

Mr Corbyn told the National 
Education Union (NEU) in 
Liverpool: “We need to prepare 
children for life, not just for 
exams. Sats and the regime of 
extreme pressure testing are giv¬ 
ing young children nightmares 
and leaving them in floods of 
tears. I meet teachers of all ages

and backgrounds who are totally 
overworked and overstressed.” 

New assessments would be 
geared to the “learning needs of 
every child” and the curriculum 
would encourage children to be 
creative and “develop their 
imagination”, Mr Corbyn said. 

NEU joint general secretary 
Mary Bousted said the union 
had “long advocated an assess¬ 
ment system that has the trust of 
teachers and school 
communities”. 

Paul Whiteman of the National 
Association of Head Teachers 
said Sats “have the negative 
unintended consequences of dis¬ 
tracting from teaching and 
learning and narrowing the 
focus of the curriculum”. 

Schools minister Nick Gibb 
said the Sats tests had been “piv¬ 
otal” in raising primary school 
standards, adding: “That’s why 
Labour governments led by Tony 
Blair and Gordon Brown sup¬ 
ported them.” 

Mr Gibb said scrapping the 
tests would “undo decades of 
improvement”.

“Every single week I receive a 
complaint from a very agitated 
and anxious family telling me this 
is the course of action taken 
against their loved one. 

“While I accept the vast major¬ 
ity of providers act responsibly, it 
seems too many use eviction 
notices or the threat of them as a 
tool to suppress complaints or 
address concerns.” In the majority

of cases, letters are sent to families 
who have raised concerns because 
their loved ones do not have the 
capacity to complain themselves - 
leaving them less than a month to 
find new accommodation. 

The Daily Express was told 
some providers issue notices 
because they have received genu¬ 
ine complaints about unexplained 
injuries, poor-quality care or staff 
shortages - and do not want the 
trouble of dealing with them. 

And the crisis is likely to be 
significantly worse because many 
families keep quiet, fearing they 
would be unable to place a loved 
one in another home. 

Patricia Bunn’s six-year resi¬ 
dency was terminated without 
warning after the 88-year-old was 
found slouched in a chair with 
blood dripping from her mouth. 

Her daughter Debbie also 
noticed a bruise on her head, but 
the home said the injuries were 
unrelated. The family complained 
and seven weeks after her eviction 
Ms Bunn died. 

Debbie said: “Mum had late- 
stage dementia and was unable to 
walk, talk or feed herself. She was

We must stick up for 
vulnerable residents 


I WAS pleased to note this week 
that private housing tenants with 
private landlords will be better 
protected by impending 
legislation to outlaw short-term 
evictions. 

Tenants raising concerns over 
living standards or the quality of 
accommodation can no longer 
just be handed a notice to leave. 

I am therefore calling for care 
home residents to have exactly 
the same protections. 

Currently, a complaint about 
care or accommodation can 
result in an eviction notice from 
a care provider who, rather than 
making an effort 
to address a 
legitimate 
shortcoming, 
finds it easier to 
insist on the 
removal of a 
resident. 

Many of these 
elderly people are 
self-funding and 
effectively have, in part, a rental 
agreement with the provider 
enabling them to live at the 
care home. 

Yet no legal protections exist 
for them when notice is issued 
- at a time in life when they are at 
their most vulnerable and frail. 

The frequency of such malign 
and morally bankrupt behaviour 
by some care providers is 
escalating. 

Every single week I receive 
complaints from agitated and 
anxious families who have loved

ones in care homes and they 
often tell me this is the course of 
action being taken. 

In many cases, the resident 
doesn’t have the capacity to 
complain themselves so the 
initial concerns are raised by an 
advocate or family member. 

The response to issue a notice 
to leave then 
impacts on 
a confused and 
vulnerable 
resident whose 
welfare is simply 
not considered 
during the 
process. 

While Care 
Campaign for the 
Vulnerable accepts that the vast 
majority of care providers act 
responsibly, there are still too 
many who use eviction notices 
as a tool to suppress complaints 
or address concerns. 

Private housing tenants are 
now being afforded the same 
rights and privileges under law 
as other tenants - care home 
residents deserve the same. 

Anything less smacks of 
ageism and a complete lack of 
regard for the welfare of older, 
vulnerable people.

taken away from the carers who 
knew and understood her and eve¬ 
rything that was familiar to her.” 

The spiteful use of short-notice 
evictions comes as Britain battles 
with a deepening care crisis. 

There are now thought to be 
1.4 million older people with 
unmet social care needs and the 
long-awaited Social Care Green 
Paper - a 2017 Tory manifesto 
pledge - remains unpublished. 

Ms Connery wants the social 
care document to include propos¬ 
als like mandatory CCTV safety 
monitoring in communal areas of 
care homes and, with consent, in 
private rooms. 

Alzheimer’s Society wants to 
see an NHS dementia fund to stop 
families facing financial ruin as 


they struggle with crippling care 
costs. There have been calls for tax 
rises to plug a funding black hole 
which will be £3.5billion by 2025. 

Andrew Geach, chief executive 
of Shedfield Lodge care home in 
Hampshire, said: “The majority of 
care homes would not do this, but 
I know eviction notices are being 
served unwarranted. 

Unacceptable 

“Some families are too scared to 
complain because they are 
worried they will be served with a 
28-day eviction notice.” 

Age UK’s Caroline Abrahams 
said: “The Government must 
urgently set out plans to 
strengthen consumer protections 


for residents.” And Debbie 
Westhead of the Care Quality 
Commission said: “Care homes are 
people’s homes and those living 
there should feel supported to live a 
full and happy life.” 

The Department of Health and 
Social Care said: “People in care 
homes and their families rightly 
expect the highest standards of 
care and it is completely unaccep¬ 
table for anyone to be forced to 
leave unfairly. 

“The Competition and Markets 
Authority published guidance to 
help care homes understand and 
comply with their responsibilities 
and will crack down on unfair 
practices where necessary.”

‘Robotic’ kits the future for dementia sufferers

DEMENTIA patients could be 
prescribed “robotic” kits to help them 
at home, scientists revealed yesterday. 

The futuristic devices will be 
developed at a new £20million 
research centre and will monitor 
patients at all times. 

The kits will track a sufferer’s health 
and movements and notify a carer or 
family member if help is needed. 

Scientists, engineers and doctors

will work together to develop the 
devices, most of which will cost less 
than £10. 

They will then be tested with 
patients in a controlled setting, before 
being rolled out to a larger group to 
test in their homes. 

Based at Imperial College London, 


the Care Research and Technology 
Centre will develop the kits. 

Professor David Sharp, head of the 
new institute, said: “The new technol¬ 
ogies we develop will improve our 
ability to support people in their 
homes. 

“They will allow us to intervene at 
an early stage, to prevent the crises 
that so often lead to hospital stays, or 
a move to a care home.” Dr Fiona 


Carragher, chief policy and research 
officer at the Alzheimer’s Society, said 
the new centre was “a missing and 
critical part of the dementia research 
landscape”. 

She added: “This is dementia’s 
moment to benefit from the latest 
developments in AI, smartphone tech¬ 
nology and social robotics. 

“This pioneering work has the 
potential to change lives right now.”

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Daughter's 
tears after 
Sylvia, 94 
ordered eat

DEMENTIA-STRICKEN Sylvia 
Wood, 94, was evicted after her 
family complained about her 
care home. 

Sylvia moved to Fieldhead 
Park, Mirfield, West Yorks, 
following an Alzheimer’s 
diagnosis in 2013. 

But in January last year her 
daughter Pam Catmull, 59, 
received a letter saying her 
mother must leave in 28 days. 

There is no suggestion the 
care home was using the 
eviction to avoid addressing the 
family’s concerns or had failed 
in its care for her. But Pam, 
from Dewsbury, West Yorks, 
who has chronic myeloid 
leukaemia, said she was in 
floods of uncontrollable tears 
when she first read the letter. 

It said: “As you are aware, 
we have had concerns with 
Sylvia’s behaviour and her 
non-compliance to care for 
some time now.” 

Upset 

Pam said: “Mum had two or 
three falls and I think those 
gave her a brain injury. 

“I believe mum was probably 
a little bit upset, but it was their 
approach and I think it was 
down to lack of training. 

“I wasn’t complaining in a 
nasty way, I was just concerned 
about her personal care.” 

Sylvia is now in Croft House 
Care Home in Gawthorpe. 

Fieldhead Park is run by 
Roche Healthcare Ltd and rated 
good by the Care Quality 
Commission. Regional manager 
Maria Kelly said: “Whenever 
anyone comes into a home or 
leaves a home we always 
involve professionals. 

“It would never be a decision 
we make on our own.” 

Pam added: “Ninety per cent 
of the staff there were lovely. 

“But I think it was probably 
the best thing that could have 
happened because we haven’t 
had any problems since.”

FRENCH police were last night 
questioning some of the world’s 
greatest restoration experts on how 
their painstaking work could have 
caused the Notre-Dame fire. 

As their inquiries continued, it 
emerged last night that a priest 
widely praised for his actions in the 
horrific Bataclan terror attack in 
2015, had been a hero of the fire. 

Fr Jean-Marc Fournier went into 
the blazing cathedral and rescued 
the priceless Blessed Sacrament 
and the Crown of Thorns. 

Other firefighters and rescuers 
formed a human chain to rescue 
hundreds of other items from the 
building. 

A staggering £520million has so 
far been pledged to rebuild the his¬ 
toric medieval cathedral. 

With the money pouring in, 
France’s President Emmanuel

Macron last night pledged to 
rebuild the cathedral within five 
years. 

He said: “We will rebuild Notre- 
Dame even more beautifully and I 
want it to be completed in five 
years. 

“We can do it. It is up to us to 
convert this disaster into an 
opportunity to come together, 

“I share your pain but I also 
share your hope. We need to work, 
we have to act - act and we will 
succeed.” 

As the flames finally ceased 
yesterday firemen and Notre-Dame 
staff were able to venture into the 
wreckage. They were stunned by 
the level of damage. 

Philippe Marsset, the vicar gen¬ 
eral of Notre-Dame, said: “It felt 
like I was looking at a bombing.” 

Yesterday the Queen issued an 
emotional message saying: “Prince 
Philip and I have been deeply 
saddened to see the images of the 
fire which has engulfed Notre- 
Dame Cathedral. 

“I extend my sincere admiration 
to the emergency services who 
have risked their lives to try to save 
this important national monument.

CROWN OF THORNS 

One of Notre-Dame’s 
most treasured relics, 
the crown, right, 
purports to be from the 
original crown of thorns 
placed on Jesus’s head 
during his crucifixion. 

Originally from 
Jerusalem, it was given 
to King Louis IX in 
1238. He built the 
Sainte-Chappelle in 
Paris to house it. It was 
later transferred to 
Notre-Dame. 

ROSE WINDOWS 
All three of Notre-Dame’s immense stained glass windows 
appear to have survived, although experts have yet to 
inspect them and they may have sustained hidden damage. 
TRUE CROSS AND HOLY NAILS 
Along with the Crown of Thorns, Notre-Dame housed a 
purported fragment of the True Cross, upon which 
Jesus is said to have been crucified, and an original nail 
that was used. These too were saved from the flames, 
French media reported. 

THE GRAND ORGAN 

Notre-Dame’s 8,000-pipe grand organ was not destroyed in 
the fire, although its condition - and whether it can still be 
played - is not yet clear. Originally built in 1403, the organ 
has been updated and renovated in the centuries since. 




FATE UNKNOWN 


A large number of artworks and sculptures were rescued 
and carried across the River Seine to be stored in the town 
hall (pictured above). It is not clear which major works were 
among them but it is hoped they include these. 

MADONNA AND CHILD 

This statue, known as Notre-Dame de Paris, with which 
the cathedral shares its name, depicts the Virgin Mary 
and Jesus. Created in the 14th century, it was moved to 
Notre-Dame in 1818. 

STATUE OF SANT DENIS 

Another 18th-century sculpture by Nicolas Coustou. Saint 
Denis is the patron saint of Paris, and a depiction of him 
preaching stood in the cathedral. 

PAINTING OF SAINT THOMAS AQUINAS 
Made in the 17th century and given to the cathedral in 1974, 
this painting depicts the saint and people drinking from a 
fountain of wisdom.

TOP TIPS ON HOW TO BEAT HAY FEVER 


A POTENTIALLY deadly “pollen 
bomb” will hit Britain this week, 
putting millions of asthmatics and hay 
fever sufferers at risk. 

While much of the country will 
bask in glorious sunshine over the 
Easter weekend, the warm weather 
could trigger serious health problems 
for some. 

Asthma and hay fever sufferers 
have been warned to stay indoors on 
Saturday as temperatures are set to 
soar to 73F (23C). 

Steve Willington, from the Met 
Office, said: “From today, temp¬ 
eratures will start to rise day by day 
and with the sun getting stronger at 
this time of year, it’s going to feel very 
warm by the time we get to Good 
Friday and Easter Saturday.” 

As the mercury rockets, however, so 
will pollen levels. 

Sonia Munde, from Asthma UK, 
said: “Around 3.3 million people with 
asthma are affected by pollen, which 


DR ROBERT Boyle, consultant 
paediatric allergist at HCA 
Healthcare UK, said: “Millions of 
Brits started to experience hay 
fever symptoms early this year. 

“Hay fever is an allergy to 
seasonal allergens - most 
commonly grass pollen, but also 
tree pollens, weed pollens or 
other seasonal allergens such as 
mould spores.” 

Here, Dr Boyle shares some of 
his top tips to help hay fever 
sufferers survive the summer: 


can cause symptoms such as 
wheezing, a tight chest or coughing. 

“Trees have been releasing pollen 
for several weeks but the warm 
weather is going to make these pollen 
levels spike. 

“Everyone with asthma should 
keep their blue reliever inhaler with 
them at all times in case of an 


• Stick to indoor activities when 
pollen counts are very high. 

• Wearing sunglasses, using air 
conditioning and closing windows 
can all reduce pollen exposure. 

• Keep antihistamines, nasal 
sprays and eye drops to hand. 

• Steer well clear of the catkins 
on hazel and alder trees when 
they are producing pollen. 

• Take an allergy test to find out 
which pollens trigger your hay 
fever symptoms so you can learn 
to control them. 


emergency.” The high pollen count 
could also mean Britain’s 18 million 
hay fever sufferers have their Bank 
Holiday weekend spoiled by sneezing, 
coughing, headaches and either a 
runny or blocked nose. 

Thanks to an unusually warm 
winter that brought record-breaking 
highs of 21C (70F) in February, hay 


fever season started three weeks 
earlier than usual. 

Around 30 different types of pollen 
cause hay fever, although most 
sufferers are allergic to grass pollen, 
which is common in late spring and 
early summer. 

On warm days, the pollen count is 
highest in the early evening - which is 
when sufferers are most likely to 
experience symptoms. 

Holly Shaw, a nurse adviser from 
Allergy UK, said that those who suffer 
from hay fever should start taking 
their medication as soon as they feel 
symptoms coming on. 

Ms Shaw also advised anyone 
concerned about the high pollen 
levels to speak to a pharmacist. 

She said: “A pharmacist is a good 
source of knowledge on the wide 
range of treatments and medication 
choices available to treat specific hay 
fever symptoms.” 

The Met Office predicts changeable, 
cooler weather will arrive from the 
north-west from Easter Sunday.

Devil mask woman behind acid attacks 


VILLAGERS are being terrorised by an 
acid-attack woman wearing a creepy devil 
mask and wig. 

Police say six vehicles have been 
targeted over the past 18 months. 

Locals have offered a reward of £2,000 
to whoever catches the culprit. 

The strange incidents have occurred in 
the tiny village of St Briavels, Glos, which 
has a population of under 1,000. 

One resident captured CCTV images of 


the middle-aged woman in the mask and 
black wig throwing acid over her Land 
Rover Freelander.The woman is also 
suspected of posting pornographic 
material through letterboxes. 

Now residents fear there may be more 
than one culprit, and that recent incidents 
may be down to copycat hoodlums. 

Tens of thousands of pounds of damage 
have been caused to five cars and a 
motorhome. One unnamed victim said: 


“Our home security cameras showed at 
least two people involved in the attack on 
our vehicle and property. 

“The pair pulled up in a vehicle. One 
was a stout, bald, middle-aged man, 
accompanied by a tallish middle-aged 
woman who was wearing a devil’s mask, 
black curly wig... who proceeded to throw 
acid all over our black Freelander. 

“A wig and devil’s mask was later 
recovered, which was handed to police.” 


One in 10

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2,000 post offices are 
set to close this year 


Tough... postmasters are struggling to keep up with rising costs 


ALMOST 2,000 post offices could 
close by the end of this year as 
owners struggle to make ends meet. 

Many face rising financial pressures 
with postmasters unable to afford any 
time off, research has shown. 

Seventy-six per cent of owners 
earn less than the National Minimum 
Wage, according to The National 
Federation of SubPostmasters 
(NFSP). One in three of its 1,000

members surveyed did not take a 
single day’s holiday last year, while 
22 per cent - or one in five - said 
they were planning to close, downsize 
or give up their business in the next 
12 months. 

Those who were quizzed said they 
had been running post offices for an 
average of 12 years - but 61 per cent 
earned less today than when they 
first started out. 

One of the main reasons 
postmasters said they struggle to 
keep their business afloat is because 
the Post Office does not pay enough 
to process individual transactions. 

Calum Greenhow, NFSP’s chief 
executive, revealed the worrying 
findings at its annual conference 
earlier this week, and told how many 
postmasters “feel disenfranchised”. 

“We can see how easy it would be 
for subpostmasters to lose faith and 
to feel the system is working against 
them,” he said. 

“For many of you, your feet are 
going to do the talking.” 

The Post Office said it was “aware” 
of the financial pressures facing small 


business owners - and announced 
plans to increase the rates offered to 
postmasters for their services. 

A spokeswoman said: “We are 
committed to ensuring postmasters 
receive a fair remuneration for the 
vital services they provide. 

“We announced at the NFSP 
conference significant increases for 
providing cash deposit services. 

“This is in addition to other recent 
increases in banking services 
remuneration. 

Communities 

“We are working with postmasters 
and the NFSP to continue to review 
remuneration to ensure the network 
continues to thrive and remain 
at the heart of communities, not 
just for today’s customers but 
tomorrow’s too.” 

The number of post offices in 
Britain has almost halved in the last 
30 years, with just 11,500 remaining 
open for business today. 

While major retailers such as WH 
Smith and Ryman sometimes offer 
post office counters, the majority of 
postmasters are self-employed.

Tusk: UK

DONALD Tusk insisted 
yesterday that Britain 
would take part in the 
European elections, 
despite Theresa May’s 
wish to have left the EU 
before the May 23 poll. 

The European Council 
president warned MEPs 
that the UK would 
continue to be 
represented in the 
European Parliament for 
“several months - 
maybe longer” as “full 
members” with “full 
rights and obligations”.

The Prime Minister 
agreed the Brexit process 
extension at a summit 
last week in order to 
prevent a no-deal split 
from the EU, but still 
hopes the UK can leave 
earlier than the new 
Halloween deadline, if 
she can get her 
withdrawal agreement 
through Parliament. 

Mr Tusk said he 
disagreed with those 
who said the EU should 
abandon hope of the UK 
scrapping Brexit. 

He said: “One of the 
leaders warned us not to 
be dreamers, and that we 
shouldn’t think that 
Brexit could be reversed. 

“I would like to say: at 
this rather difficult 
moment in our history, 
we need dreamers and 
dreams. We cannot give 
in to fatalism. 

“At least I will not 
stop dreaming about a 
better and united 
Europe.”

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Heartless evictions 
shame our care homes 

• NE of the ways we judge a society is 
how it treats vulnerable elderly 
people, so the revelation that some 
care homes are using so-called 
“revenge evictions” to move some of their 
elderly residents is truly shocking. 

We should remember that the reason 
most older people go to a care home is 
because they need round-the-clock care 
and attention and are unable to look after 
themselves.

While there are many good care homes 
and many people who work in them are 
dedicated to looking after those in need, 
the industry as a whole still has a bad name 
for many people. 

The practice of revenge evictions does 
little to change that perception. 

Care Campaign for the Vulnerable 
founder Jayne Connery is right to call the 
practice “malign and morally bankrupt”. 

This needs to be stopped and there has to 
be a crackdown by the Care Quality 
Commission on this terrible practice backed 
up by new legislation if necessary.

H HILE this newspaper does not wish 
to see Jeremy Corbyn installed in 
Downing Street or imposing his 
hard-Left socialism on the country, 
that does not mean he is wrong about 
everything.

Y OUNG architect 
Christopher Wren was 
picking his way 
through the ruins of 
Old St Paul’s 
Cathedral after it had 
been destroyed in the Great 
Fire of London of 1666 when 
he came across a stone from the 
original building etched with 
the Latin word “Resurgam” - “I 
shall rise again”. The mason 
who carved it would have 
thought of the resurrection of 
Christ but Wren saw in it the 
perfect metaphor for his task of 
creating a grand new church out 
of the ashes of the old. 

He used it as the cornerstone 
of the masterpiece he erected 
and which earned him a knight¬ 
hood and went on to dominate 
the London skyline for the next 
300 years. 

Now the people of France 
face a similar challenge. No 
sooner had they grieved over 
the destruction of their magnifi¬ 
cent cathedral of Notre-Dame 
than their thoughts turned to 
restoring it to its former glory. 

Within hours of President 
Macron calling for a fundraising 
campaign to cover the enor¬ 
mous cost of repairs, Francois- 
Henri Pinault, husband of the 
actress Salma Hayek and multi¬ 
billionaire boss of Gucci owner 
Kering SA, announced, with his 
father Francois, that they will 
donate ClOOmillion. 

ARCH-RIVALS, the 
Arnault family, 

trumped them min¬ 
utes later with a pledge of 
€200million, plus the architec¬ 
tural and design resources of 
their LVMH fashion conglomer¬ 
ate. These donations sparked off 
a wave of corporate giving and 
by yesterday afternoon the 
total pledged had topped 
€600million (£520million). 

Such a reaction is no surprise, 
for buildings such as Notre- 
Dame occupy an important 
place in the human psyche. 

As Cardinal Vincent Nicholls 
has pointed out, the 30,000 
people who visited the cathe¬ 
dral every day amounted to 
more than the total that visit 
Westminster Abbey, the Tower 


of London and St Paul’s com¬ 
bined. The vast majority were 
not there because they are card- 
carrying Catholics, of course. 
But they saw in the magnificent 
Gothic structure, with its relics, 
statuary, paintings and awe¬ 
some flying buttresses, some¬ 
thing bigger than themselves. 

There is something truly awe¬ 
inspiring about an iconic edifice 
that was there centuries before 
we were born and is likely to be 
around many years after we die. 

Whether it be the epic scale 
of the pyramids of Egypt, the 


vast bluestone slabs of 
Stonehenge, the breathtaking 
beauty of the Sistine Chapel or 
the exquisite charm of the Blue 
Mosque of Istanbul, our souls 
soar at the sight of such spirit¬ 
ual inspiration. 

As Winston Churchill put it: 
“We shape our buildings; there¬ 
after they shape us.” 

In the same way that we 
delight in beautiful, historic 
architecture, a little part of us 
dies when we hear about the 
desecration or destruction of a 
part of our global heritage, 


however alien it may be to our 
homegrown culture. 

It is hard to read about 
Napoleon’s artillery using the 
Sphinx for target practice, for 
example, without feeling a 
sense of revulsion at the dam¬ 
age their cannons caused. 

In a contemporary context, 
news that the Taliban had blown 
up two 6th-century statues of 
Buddha in the Bamyan Valley in 
Afghanistan in 2001 brought 
home the depths of their barba¬ 
rism in a way somehow more 
powerful than reports of yet 
another suicide bombing, and 
the sight of the ancient Syrian 
site of Palmyra after it had been 
largely destroyed by Isis fighters 
was enough to bring tears to the 
eyes. 

The instinctive response to 
both acts of vandalism was to 
make strenuous efforts to rein¬ 
state the lost treasures. 

I NCREDIBLY, the Buddhas 

were brought back to life 
in 2015, as 3D light pro¬ 
jections, and the area where 
they once stood has been 
declared a UN World Heritage 
Site. Meanwhile, Palmyra - the 
“Pearl of the desert” - is set to 
reopen to visitors later this year 
after a team of archaeologists 
painstakingly restored many 
damaged artefacts and pieced 
together remnants of statues. 

Notre-Dame may be the vic¬ 
tim of a disastrous accident 
rather than malicious extremists 
but the same imperative to 
rebuild and restore applies. 

We in Britain have our own 
experience, of course. Hampton 
Court Palace and Windsor 
Castle were both badly dam¬ 
aged by fire, in 1986 and 1992 
respectively. Hampton Court 
reopened six years later after a 
£10million refurbishment and 
the more badly damaged 
Windsor reopened in 1997 after 
a £36.5million repair job 
involving 1,500 workers. 

The scale of the Notre-Dame 
project will leave both these in 
the shade. Early estimates put 
the cost of rebuilding in the bil¬ 
lions of euros. But on one thing 
all French citizens appear to be 
agreed: it shall rise again.

IT has been revealed that 
more than 71,000 patients 
were readmitted to 
hospital within 24 hours 
of being discharged last 
year and waiting times for 
A&E were the worst 
figures yet. 

Nevertheless, it still 
remains the case that 88 
per cent were seen within 
set target times, which 
is to say just under 
22 million. 

So 71,000 patients may 
have been discharged 
too early but that is out 
of an admissions total of 
16million. With statistics 
like that, the real wonder 
is the NHS is functioning 
at all.

They decided to turn their grief 
into a magnificent fundraising 
effort for the charity.

WAR widow Anne Gillies lost 
her first husband when he was 
killed in a low-flying accident over 
Las Vegas back in 1984, writes 
Jan Disley. 

Jaguar pilot Joseph Jackson 
was 25 years old and the 
couple had been married for 
just 18 months. 

“Joe never came home,” she 
told the Daily Express. “It was one 
of the hardest things. It affects 
your whole life for ever and ever.” 

When Anne finally ^ m 
stopped grieving 
long enough to 
make a new start, 13 
years had gone by. 

It was 1998 and 
she was 41. It was 
too late for her to 
have the children 
she longed for. And 
amid that sadness, the British 
government chose also to strip her 
of her war widow’s pension - 
worth less than £2,000 a year. 

Today Anne lives in Aylsham, 
Norfolk, with her second husband, 
occupational hygienist Andy, 63. 

She is one of about 300 widows 
who have to manage without that 
money, simply because they found 
love again. 

A change in the law means they 
missed out because they 
remarried before April 2015. Yet if 
they divorced their new husband

and married him again the next 
day, they would now keep 
the cash. 

The Daily Express has teamed 
up with the War Widows 
Association to campaign for that 
pension to be reinstated. 

In fact Anne, now 62, lost out 
twice because she was also 
stripped of a second military 
pension. 

And while she admits she is not 
on the breadline, she does face 
the prospect of 
retirement on only a 
small personal 
pension. 

“Joe had been 
stationed at RAF 
Coltishall in Norfolk 
when he died and I 
was only three 
weeks into a job at 
an unemployment benefit office,” 
she says. “The war widows’ 
pension wasn’t very much, but it 
allowed me to work part time when 
I was struggling emotionally and 
practically. I spent the next 13 
years grieving. 

“I felt quite low for a lot of the 
time. It knocked my confidence 
and my self-esteem. 

“I met Andy through friends. I 
knew I was going to lose the 
money if we married but Andy was 
so above board he wouldn’t have 
gone for anything else.”

ON paper, they have little in common. Two 
people born 50 years apart, caught on opposite 
sides of the Brexit debate. A passionate 
Remainer from a big city and a grandmother 
from a small town who votes Tory and cannot 
wait to leave the European Union. 

No one knew exactly what would happen 
when the Express asked retired nurse Ada 
Pratt, 72, from Littleborough, Greater 
Manchester, and Jon Lyons Connor, 22, a 
student at Salford University, to be the first 
participants of our new project Britain Talks. 

Their challenge was to spend time together 
and hold a genuine conversation, to discuss 
their differences, but also find things in 
common. And to really listen to what each 
other had to say. 

By the end, neither Ada or Jon, pictured left, 
had changed their views about Brexit or who 
should run the country. But they had changed 
their views about each other. 

“I realise now, you’re not just one of the 
17.4 million people who voted Leave, you are 
a real person,” Jon tells Ada. 

“You care about this country. People say 
older people voted Leave, and they have 
messed things up. But you did it for your 
grandchildren, to make things better.” For Ada, 


home is a neat terrace house in a small town 
near Rochdale, at the foot of the Pennines, but 
she says she has enjoyed spending time with 
Jon, who lives the hipster Northern Quarter of 
Manchester. 

“It is nice to meet a young person willing to 
listen to some old lady talking,” she says. “I 
don’t say he has changed me, but it has been

nice to disagree without arguing. It’s hard to 
have a sensible conversation since the vote.” 

Born in Dundee, before moving to 
Littleborough as a young woman to find work, 
Ada voted for Brexit because she believes it is 
best for the NHS, where she worked as a 
nursing sister for 40 years. 

She also worries about the lack of EU 
accountability, the power of the European 
Courts and a loss of sovereignty. She believes 
that services in her town are being stretched by 
immigration. And she feels patronised by those 


who write off Brexiteers as ill-informed or 
racist. Originally from Newton Heath, north 
Manchester, Jon is the son of a delivery driver 
and a bakery assistant. He discovered politics 
after being inspired by his history teacher at 
the local comprehensive - and is now the 
youngest Labour councillor in Manchester, and 
a student union officer. 

Jon says he sees the positive effect EU 
membership has had on Manchester every day 
in the redevelopment and investment that 
surrounds his rented city centre flat. He worries 
life will get harder for his community and 
generation after Brexit. During the referendum 
campaign he was shocked at the division, even 
watching rival campaigners brawl in the street. 

He says he was frequently told he was too 
young to know what he was voting for, and 
joined Britain Talks in the hope of having more 
productive conversations about Brexit - and 
understanding why people voted the way 
they did. 

“I was nervous,” he admits. “I didn’t want to 
be part of a slanging match, but talking over a 
brew or having a meal has made it about 
getting to know each other first.”

FIVE TIPS FOR A GREAT DEBATE FROM OWEN JONES OF HOPE NOT HATE 


THERE are so many subjects 
today that can trigger huge 
arguments. But there are no real 
winners with arguments. 

The reason we debate is to try 
to bring people over to our way 
of thinking. Browbeating 
someone until you have won will 
just make the other person feel 
angry or resentful. It’s not the 
way to gain anyone’s support. 

For the past three years HOPE 
not hate has had many “difficult 
conversations” on the doorsteps 


of Britain that could easily turn 
into bitter arguments. But our 
experience shows it is possible 
to keep things civil, even on 
controversial topics. Here’s how: 

1 Remember you are talking to a 
human being. Even people 
whose views you find disgusting 
have feelings. Losing your temper 
will either shut down the 
conversation or escalate hostility. 
Show respect - once this is lost, 
there will be no changing of minds. 


2 Two ears, one mouth. People 
like being listened to, not 
lectured. Someone who feels 
respected is more likely to hear an 
alternative viewpoint. Allow them to 
speak 70% of the time. Often a 
good question achieves more than 
dialogues of facts and figures. 

3 Use open questions. These are 
a great way to probe someone’s 
assumptions, yet show you are 
listening. E.g. ‘why’, or ‘how’, not 
questions with yes or no answers. 



4 Stories work better 
than facts. People 
learn through emotions, 
which is why we tell stories 
to children to teach values. Adults 
are no different. A good anecdote 
or story will often stick with 
someone longer than a statistic. 

5 You will not win over everyone. 

Do not expect instant results. 
You might be the first ever to talk to 
someone in a different way. See 
the conversation as planting a seed.

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Extra scan ‘mil 
save 4,000 from 
caesarean risks’ 


GIVING pregnant women an extra 
ultrasound scan at 36 weeks could 
prevent 4,000 emergency caesareans 
every year, a study suggests. 

Mothers-to-be in England are 
currently offered two scans - at eight 
to 16 weeks and at 18 to 21 weeks. 

But researchers say an additional 
late scan could spot undiagnosed 
cases of breech presentation, when a 
baby is positioned to emerge feet first. 

Diagnosis before labour means the 
baby can be turned, reducing the risk 
of harm to both child and mother. 

Dr Ed Wilson, of the University of 
East Anglia, said: “UK-wide routine 
scanning could prevent around 
15,000 undiagnosed breech presenta¬ 
tions, more than 4,000 emergency 
caesarean sections and between 
seven and eight baby deaths per year. 

“If scans could be done for less 
than £12.90 each, it could be cost-

saving to the NHS. If ultrasound 
screening could be provided at such a 
low cost - for example by making it a 
part of a standard midwife appoint¬ 
ment - routinely offering ultrasound 
scans could represent a good use of 
resources.” 

Researchers gave nearly 4,000 
women an extra ultrasound at 36 
weeks. A total of 179, or 4.6 per cent, 
had a breech presentation. 

In more than half of these cases 
there was no prior suspicion that the 
baby was breech. 

Gordon Smith, professor of obstet¬ 
rics at Cambridge, said the results, 
published by PLOS Medicine, high¬ 
light “an opportunity to identify 
women at increased risk of a compli¬ 
cated birth”.

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‘Bullied’ girl, 12, put 
harrowing posts on 
social media before 
taking her own life 


Jessica Scatterson had complained of bullying but no action was taken 
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A “BULLIED” girl killed herself two 
days before her 13th birthday after 
struggling with the pressures of social 
media, a coroner said yesterday. 

Jessica Scatterson was found hang¬ 
ing in her bedroom surrounded by 
cuddly toys in the early hours. 

Her friends called police after she 
posted a photo of her foot with the 
words RIP written in pen and other 
harrowing messages online. 

Jessica had researched suicide on 
the internet and listed six reasons to 
take her own life in one post. 

Cheshire coroner Alan Moore said: 
“This is truly tragic. Jessica must have 
felt emotionally overwhelmed at the 
time she took her own life. 

“The level and the intensity of her 
activity on social media platforms, 
particularly in the build-up to her 
death, cannot have failed to have 
influenced her thinking.” 

Recording a suicide verdict, Mr 
Moore also agreed with the evidence 
of Wendy Walsh, a school emotional 
wellbeing coordinator. 

Quoting her, he said: “The pres¬ 
sures that young people are under are 
extraordinary. Young people don’t 
have the skills to cope.” 

Police found notes and drawings by 
Jessica, including references to death 
and suicide and a drawing of some¬ 
one being hanged, plus the name of 
an alleged bully. Unpleasant messages

in the days leading up to her death on 
April 22,2017, were on her iPad. 

The inquest heard Jessica’s friends 
knew she had self-harmed but did not 
tell her parents or teachers at Penketh 
High School, Warrington. 

A police inquiry revealed there had 
been an incident “relating to Jessica 
being bullied at school” 12 months 
before but no action was taken. 

When quizzed by police, Jessica’s 
friends denied she was bullied and 
said she “gave as good as she got”. 

Mocked 

The inquest heard Jessica was 
estranged from her mother and had a 
difficult home life with her father 
who would “sometimes come home, 
go to his room and cry”. 

Christopher Scatterson, 41, said he 
did not know Jessica was self-harm¬ 
ing and described his relationship 
with her as “absolutely great”. 

Jessica’s mum Rachael Warburton 
said they would communicate 
through social media and letters. 

She said Jessica told her “she was 
mocked by friends because she did 
not have a mother”.

But I remem¬ 
ber when I was in my 
early 20s, somebody 
telling that me they’d 
been to Nepal and it 
was the most beautiful 
place they’d ever been 
in the world. Since 
then I’ve always 
wanted to go. 

“Me and my hus¬ 
band Tim love going to 
the Lake District and 
walking. We’ve talked 
about doing Base 
Camp Everest all our 
married life, so when 
the charity said, £ How 
do you fancy doing it?’ 

I said, £ Oh my God. 

That would be the per¬ 
fect challenge.’ It’s like 
a dream come true.” 

The expedition will 
see Sally hike across mountain trails 
and through Sherpa villages until she 
reaches Base Camp at 17,600ft - the 
start of the ascent of Everest, the 
highest mountain in the world. 

I T’S a far cry from wandering 
across the cobbles to the Rovers 
Return. For as well as tempera¬ 
tures that plunge to -30C, Sally and 
the 20-strong Prevent Breast Cancer 
team may have to contend with 
altitude sickness caused by reduced 
oxygen levels in the air. 

The actress, who lives in 
Manchester with scriptwriter Tim 
and their three children, actress 
Phoebe, 23, student Sam, 21 and 
Hattie, 15, has already begun some 
gentle preparation for the expedition 
- running, swimming and walking. 

Soon she is heading to the Lake 
District to begin training in earnest, 
but acknowledges the climb will not 
be easy. 'Apparently we sleep in tea 
houses, which are little buildings 
with no heating,” Sally says. “I 
suppose it’s better than being 
outside in a tent, but it’s still 
very cold. 

“I’ve heard we might have 
to sleep in our clothes to 
keep warm and keep our 
water bottles inside our sleep¬ 
ing bags to stop them icing up. 

“It’s going to be great 
and I’m really looking 
forward to it, but I 
know it will be 
tough, because of 
the freezing tem¬ 
peratures.

filming on the cobbles and it’s cold I 
find it hard, let alone Nepal! 

“I did a charity bike ride a couple 
of years ago, which was probably the 
hardest thing I’ve done. 

“I didn’t think it was going to be as 
tough as it was. But I really enjoyed 
the challenge and the camaraderie, 
so I’m hoping the trek to Base Camp 
will be the same.” 

These days Sally looks the picture 
of perfect health as she prepares for 
her epic trip.

In the intervening years Sally 
became a convert to healthy eating 
and is a devotee of the Deliciously 
Ella cookery books, which champion 
plant-based and natural foods. 

“Tim is vegetarian, so I’ve eaten 
mainly vegetarian in our married life 
anyway, but I’m much more aware of 
eating less red meat now,” she says. 

“I try to exercise a bit more and I 
check my boobs whenever I’m in the 
shower, to make sure I can’t feel any 
lumps.

RELATIVES of a 14-year-old 
girl murdered more than half 
a century ago have won a 
legal bid to have a fresh 
inquest held into her death. 

Tragic Elsie Frost was knifed 
repeatedly as she walked 
through a rail tunnel in 1965. 

Nobody was ever success¬ 
fully prosecuted for the crime. 

But Elsie’s family believe 
she was a victim of con¬ 
victed child killer Peter 
Pickering, known as the 
Beast of Womb well, 
who is now dead. 

Elsie’s brother 
Colin Frost, 60, and 
sister Anne Cleave, 

72, have cam¬ 

paigned constantly 
for the case to be 
reinvestigated. 

In 2016 they got 
police to launch a 
cold case review. 

Detectives became 

convinced Pickering 

was indeed the killer but 
he died in a psychiatric 
hospital aged 82 before they 
could charge him. 

Since his death Elsie’s fam¬ 
ily have lobbied the Attorney 
General for a new inquest and 
yesterday their request was 
granted by High Court judges. 

Lord Justice Irwin and Mr 
Justice Jay ruled there will be 
another hearing, saying they 
would give the reasons for 
their decision later. Mr Frost,

who was only six when his sis¬ 
ter died, said: “It’s a massive 
step in the right direction.

And Mrs Cleave said: “We 
need to know what happened 
to Elsie and we will only find 


that out as a response to the 
new inquest.” 

Stabbed 

Elsie was attacked from 
behind and stabbed in the 
head and back in the tunnel 
over a canal path in Wakefield, 
West Yorks, in October 1965. 


An inquest the next year 
implicated railway labourer 
Ian Spencer but the case 
against him was thrown out. 

Elsie’s family are certain the 
murderer was Pickering, who 
was locked up in 1972 for the 
kidnap, rape and killing of 
another 14-year-old schoolgirl 
named Shirley Boldy in 


Womb well, South Yorks. Last 
year Pickering was also con¬ 
victed of the 1972 kidnap and 
rape of an 18-year-old univer¬ 
sity student. 

Police investigators found a 
garage where diaries and let¬ 
ters he wrote about his sick 
sexual fantasies had lain 
untouched for four decades.

A GULF War veteran who flew a 
Union flag in his garden says he has 
been ordered to take it down - after a 
neighbour complained. 

Andrew Smith, 51, who served six 
years in the Royal Signals, had put the 
flag up as a show of patriotism. 

But after a complaint the father-of- 
two received a letter from a housing 
developer telling him to take it down. 

He initially complied with the notice 
but said he is now considering “fight¬ 
ing back” against the decision. 

Mr Smith, who served in the British 
Army from 1988 to 1994 and saw 
action in the Gulf War, bought the 
5ft by 3ft flag for £3 on eBay. 

He said: “I can’t see why a Union 
flag is offensive. Why would you be 
offended by patriotism? 

“We have become soft and don’t 
want to upset other people. Whereas I 
have done my bit for my country and 
I’m proud to be British. 

“I went to war for my country. It’s 
something close to my heart and every 
morning I feel like saluting it. We are 
becoming weak and spineless. Who are 
they to tell me not to fly the flag?” 

Mr Smith, now a project manager, 
moved into the property in Hucknall,

Notts, with his wife Trigania, 28, in 
October last year. Mr Smith flew the 
flag for 10 years without incident at his 
previous home. He asked people in the 
Sandlands Park Facebook group in 
February whether anyone would be 
offended if he installed the flag. 

He said he received more than 70 


positive comments and decided to go 
ahead, but heard a knock at the door 
within hours of putting it up from a 
neighbour. He said: “They probably 
knocked around 20 times over the 
next three days but I just ignored it. 

“Then we got a letter from Harron 
Homes saying they had been 
instructed by a solicitor that I have to 
take the flagpole down.” 

Harron Homes said: “The restrictive 
covenant signed by homeowners does 
not allow for the placement of any 
structures, i.e. flagpoles, above a cer¬ 
tain height, which could be viewed as 
an annoyance to fellow residents. 

“We simply asked for the pole and 
flag to be removed in line with the resi¬ 
dential agreement. This is nothing to 
do with patriotism or the flag’s origin.”

‘Cancer risk’ in a 


STICKING to NHS guidelines on 
ham, bacon and red meat will still 
increase the risk of developing bowel 
cancer, experts have warned. 

Even following official recommen¬ 
dations raises the risk of bowel can¬ 
cer by a fifth, compared with eating 
very small amounts, a study found. 

The Department of Health says we 
should cut red and processed meat 
intake to about 2.4oz (70g) a day - 
the UK’s average daily consumption. 

The World Cancer Research Fund 
says there is strong evidence that eat¬ 
ing processed meat such as salami, 
bacon and ham is a cause of bowel 
cancer and a lot of red meat such as 
beef, lamb or pork raises the risk. The

study, part-funded by Cancer 
Research UK, followed 475,581 peo¬ 
ple aged 40 to 69 for an average of 
5.7 years. During this time, 2,609 
people developed bowel cancer. 

People eating a daily average of 
2.6oz of red and processed meat had 
a 20 per cent higher cancer risk com¬ 
pared with those who ate 0.7oz. 

The red meat risk was 15 per cent 
higher for those who ate 1.9oz a day 
- about one thick slice of roast beef 
or one lamb chop - on average, com¬ 
pared with those who had 0.2oz.

loz a day - about one bacon rasher 
or a slice of ham - compared with 
eating O.loz. But a high fibre intake 
from bread and breakfast cereals low¬ 
ers bowel cancer risk by 14 per cent. 

About one in 15 men and one in 
18 women develop bowel cancer. 


Professor Tim Key of Cancer 
Research UK, who co-authored the 
study, said: “Most previous research 
looked at people in the 1990s or ear¬ 
lier. Our study gives a more up-to- 
date insight that is relevant to meat 
consumption today.” 

Existing evidence said cancer risk 
was raised for every 1.7oz of pro¬ 
cessed meat eaten daily, but the study 
found it increases at 0.8oz. 

Cancer Research UK’s Dr Julie 
Sharp, said: “Government guidelines 
are general health advice. This study 
is a reminder that the more you can 
cut down beyond this, the more you 
can lower your chances of developing 
bowel cancer.”

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SWEET TREAT: Easter is a busy time for chocolatiers as the nation stocks up on eggs for the family 


Start hunting around for 
cracking Easter bargains 


COCOA prices have fallen sharply 
recently but sadly, that does not 
mean that your Easter eggs will be 
any cheaper. 

Chocolate and confectionery 
prices remain high despite a drop of 
more than 10 per cent in the cost of 
key ingredient cocoa since last 
Easter. 

WisdomTree director of research 
Nitesh Shah explained that most of 
the cost of an Easter egg is the 
marketing and distribution. “The 
weaker pound has also driven up 
the price of imported ingredients,” 
he said. 

Last year, cocoa prices spiked due 
to adverse weather but the world’s 
largest producer, Ivory Coast, is on 
course for record production, more 
than two million tons. 

The average family will spend 
around £21 on Easter eggs this year, 
and another £10 on baskets and other 


items for egg hunts, according to 
American Express. 

Those hosting gatherings will 
spend £127 on average with food and 
drink making up the biggest cost 
at £68. 

Director Stephen Steinhardt said 
asking guests to prepare a dish or 
bring items for an Easter egg hunt 
can help share the burden: “Before 
doing the food shop, make a list and 
then stick to it.” 

“This will help to cut out those 
impulse purchases that can drive up 
the bill.” 

Make a list of the number of Easter 
eggs you need to buy and look out 
for three-for-two offers, he added. 

Flying out for Easter is a lot more 
expensive with the average family of 
four spending £4,150, or £1,038 per 
person, M&S Bank said. Porto in 
Portugal and Bordeaux in France 
offer good value this year. 


Banks urged to 
take TSB’s bold 

pledge on fraud 


BANK customers are being 
urged to remain on their guard 
against the rising fraud menace, 
as other banks appear reluctant 
to follow TSB’s new pledge to 
reimburse all their losses. 

Campaigners welcomed the 
bank’s commitment to refund its 
5.2million customers if they fall 
victim to all types of transac¬ 
tional fraud, but said those with 
other banks may still struggle to 
get stolen money back. 

TSB’s Fraud Refund Guarantee 
will reimburse customers who 
lose money through unauthor¬ 
ised transactions on their 
accounts or are tricked into send¬ 
ing money to con artists. 

This is vital protection, with 
one in four Britons falling victim 
to online fraud last year accord¬ 
ing to Shieldpay, while figures 
from UK Finance show losses 
totalled a massive £1.2 billion. 

TSB executive chairman 
Richard Meddings said the vast 
majority were targeted by organ¬ 
ised criminal gangs: “All too 
often customers must fight to be 
refunded and are not treated as 
innocent victims of crime.” 

Which? money editor Jenny 
Ross said people have lost life¬ 
changing sums to increasingly 
sophisticated scams, only to face 
a gruelling battle to get it back: 
“All banks must now follow 
TSB’s lead and ensure their own

customers are not left paying for 
the cost of this crime.” 

PUSH OFF 

Banks stop £2 in every £3 of 
attempted fraud but too many 
get through, including the terri¬ 
fying “authorised push pay¬ 
ment” scam, where victims think 
they are sending large payments 
to, say, estate agents or trades¬ 
men, but are duped into sending 
it to a fraudster’s account instead. 

Last year saw 84,624 of these 
scams with losses totalling 
£354.3 million. Some lost their 
life savings or homes yet banks 
only reimbursed one in five. 

A forthcoming draft voluntary 
code will see banks reimburse 
customers who have taken “the 
requested level of care”, but they 
must still prove they took “rea¬ 
sonable steps” to send money to 
the right person. 

David Black, banking special¬ 
ist at DJB Research, said TSB has 
gone a step further: “It is to be 
applauded, let’s hope others fol¬ 
low suit.” 

STEP UP 

So far, no bank has done so. 
Barclays said it will continue to 
assess scams “on a case-by-case 
basis”, while implementing fraud 
protection measures. Santander 


has introduced new tailored 
fraud warnings on its mobile app 
and offers free scam awareness 
classes across its branch network 
but wants banks and building 
societies to identify a sustainable 
long-term solution to the issue of 
“no blame” funding. 

A Lloyds spokesperson said 
fighting fraud is a shared respon¬ 
sibility with the police, and 
“customers who have done the 
right thing and followed the best 
practice in the new code will 
always be refunded”. 

While banks are fighting to 
reduce fraud these pledges fall 
short of TSB’s promise to refund 
any loss from customer accounts 
due to third-party fraud. 

FRUSTRATION 

Cate Wright, global insurance 
product manager of BAE 
Systems’ Applied Intelligence 
Division, said: “The financial 
services industry has been 
criticised for failing to recognise 
the impact fraud has on their 
customers both financially and 
emotionally.” 

Resolver.co.uk chief executive 
of complaints service James 
Walker said that the “endemic 
explosion of fraud” will only end 
when scammers are brought to 
justice: “That means more 
funding for overstretched fraud 
investigation teams.”

fourth year (there is no MoT in the 
first three years of a new car). 

You can get a 2016 VW Golf with 
up to 30,000 miles on the clock for 
around a third less at £12,499, saving 
you £5,841 up front. 

However you are likely to face 
higher MoT, servicing and breakdown 
costs. These will typically average 
£650 a year, plus £800 for insurance, 
£125 for tax and £963 for fuel, lifting 
total annual running costs to £2,538. 

If you keep your car for four years 
the cost for buying new will total 
£26,097 against £22,651 used. So in 
buying new, you take a bigger up front 
hit but ultimately you pay just £3,446 
more over four years, so the gap is 
smaller than you think. 

LATEST MODEL 

Tootle chief executive Gordon Tulloch 
said another advantage is that you get 
the model you want with the latest 
gadgets and luxuries: “Since 2016 VW 
Golfs have added satnav, parking sen¬ 
sors and Bluetooth.” 

However, your new car will also 
depreciate rapidly, potentially losing 
50 per cent of its value during the first 


three years of ownership, he added. If 
you find a used car that has been well 
looked after, you may have much 
lower repair costs,Tulloch said. 

CHECK IT OUT 

Always be careful when buying used 
cars as half of second-hand vehicles 
checked turn out to have a hidden 
history, RAC research shows. 

One in four vehicles had changed 
number plates, which may simply be a 
switch from a personalised plate, but 
could be a sign that a former owner 
wants to hide the car’s true identity. 

One in five had unpaid finance 
which means they should not be sold 
on and can be repossessed. Some were 
insurance write-offs and others were 
listed as stolen or scrapped. 

For a small fee, the RAC, AA, HPI 
Check and others will inspect a used 
car’s history before you buy. 

Motorists buying used cars must 
ensure they meet strict new emission 
standards, with cities such as 
Manchester and Birmingham set to 
follow London’s Ultra-Low Emission 
Zone, which will hit petrol cars bought 
before 2006 and diesels before 2015.

So yes, photography is a billion 
times easier now, and yet in some 
ways a billion times less joyful. 

And that’s just for us amateurs. 
Imagine if you’re someone like Lee 


Berger, the US photojournalist we 
meet tonight in the new four-part 
drama CHIMERICA ( C4 , 9pm). 

Lee (Alessandro Nivola) has 
been a respected figure in his field 
for nearly 30 years and one picture 
in particular helped him build that 
reputation, taken during the 
uprising in Beijing’s Tiananmen 
Square in June 1989. 

It was a photo, now famous the 
world over, of a lone male 
protester, a carrier bag in each 
hand, standing defiantly before the 
Chinese military’s tanks.

“You’ve made us all look dirty,” 
snaps his editor, “right at the 
moment we need more than ever 
to be immaculate.”

Fish terrine 


The main thing to remember is to allow the terrine time to set so it slices easily 
from the fridge. Great as a starter and can be made extra special by serving with a seafood sauce. Serves 8. 


INGREDIENTS 


250g salmon fillet without skin 


250g cod fillet 


4 eggs, separated 


2 tablespoons creme fraiche 


Salt and pepper 


METHOD_ 

1) Preheat the oven to 180C/160C 
fan assisted, gas mark 4. 

2) Butter a loaf tin, then poach 
the salmon in a microwave until 
it flakes easily, about 1 to 2 
minutes. 

3) In a blender add cod, eggs, 
creme fraiche, salt and pepper 
and puree until smooth, then tip 
into a large bowl. Add the salmon 
and stir gently to combine. 

4) Pour the mixture into the loaf 
tin, then place it in a larger 
baking tin and add enough 
boiling water to cover around 
halfway up the sides. 

5) Place in the preheated oven, 
making sure no water spills into 
the terrine. Bake for 45 minutes. 

6 ) Allow to cool to room 
temperature to allow to set, then 
refrigerate for 12 hours before 
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ALAN'S TIP OF THE DAY: Sow beetroot; choose a bolt-resistant variety such as 'Boltardy' and 
space the seeds out an inch apart along a shallow 'drill'. When the seedlings appear, you 
probably won't need to thin them out, but if you do then use the baby leaves in salads.

JD Sports gets physical 
and digital combo right

JD SPORTS Fashion defied retail gloom 
with record annual profit as its lifestyle 
clothing and footwear hit the mark with 
millennials and it furthered its global 
ambitions with overseas expansion. 

Shares in the UK’s biggest sportswear 
retailer hit a 576%p high, up 44%p - on 
course for promotion to the FTSE 100 
index with a £5.5billion market value. 

Executive chairman Peter Cowgill 
stressed the importance of a high street 
presence to raise brand awareness and 
“provide consumers with an opportunity 
to physically see and try the product”. 

While its UK and Ireland business grew 
sales and profit, 78 of the 83 new stores 
opened during the year were in interna¬ 
tional markets. It opened its first five JD 
stores in America after its £400million 
acquisition of US sportswear chain Finish 
Line and is “encouraged” by early results. 

JD, which sells brands including 
Adidas, Puma and Nike, is benefiting 
from a cultural shift for gym clothes and 
shoes to be worn on social occasions. 

Pre-tax profit jumped 15.4 per cent to 
£339.9million on 49.2 per cent higher 
revenue of £4.7billion. Cowgill said: “We 
ensure we provide attention-grabbing 
theatre both in stores and online.

Provident hits out at hostile bid from smaller rival 


PROVIDENT Financial says 
suitor Non-Standard Finance 
has acted “unlawfully”. 

The doorstep lender is fight¬ 
ing a £1.3billion hostile bid 
from its smaller rival, which 
claims support from investors 
holding over half of its shares. 

NSF has admitted “techni¬ 


cal infringements” relating to 
historic dividend payments. 

Provident chairman Patrick 
Snowball said: “These unlaw¬ 
ful distributions are a telling 
indictment of the competency 
of the NSF team and must call 
into question their ability to 
run a business some seven 


times larger than their own.” 
Urging shareholders to “reject 
this dreadful and opportunis¬ 
tic transaction”, he added: “It 
is spearheaded by a team with 
a track record of value 
destructive acquisitions. 

“This coup d’etat may inflict 
a cost to shareholders.” NSF 


said Provident was trying to 
“deflect from its history of 
self-inflicted wounds and 
incompetence”. 

It added: “The Provident 
board appears to be living in a 
very different world from its 
customers, employees and 
shareholders.” 


Trying time 
for Galliford 


MORE than £150million 
came off construction 
firm Galliford Try as it 
eyed problem contracts. 

It will downsize its 
construction side, which 
includes roads, schools 
and hospitals. 

Galliford warned a 
“reassessment of 
positions in legacy and 
some current contracts 
and the effect of some 
recent adverse 
settlements, as well as 
restructuring costs” 
would reduce profits by 
£30-40million. 

The biggest hit will be 
from the Queensferry 
Crossing project across 
the Firth of Forth, where 
costs have increased. 

Shares fell 149p to 
576y 2 p. 

Morrisons 
to appeal 

MORRISONS has won 
permission to appeal 
against a ruling that it is 
liable for a former 
employee leaking data 
about 100,000 staff. 

Over 5,500 are 
seeking compensation 
from the supermarket 
after personal details 
were leaked by a senior 
internal auditor, Andrew 
Skelton, in 2014. 

He was jailed for eight 
years in 2015. 

JMW Solicitors, for 
the claimants, said: “It 
cannot be right that 
there should be no legal 
recourse where 
employee information is 
handed in good faith to 
one of the largest UK 
companies and leaked 
on such a large scale.”

VIRGIL HUNTER watched Amir Khan 
walk into the gym alone carrying his 
bag and smiled to himself. 

It may look no big deal but it tells 
Hunter everything he needs to know 
about Khan's mindset as he prepares to 
challenge the unbeaten American 
Terence Crawford on Saturday. 

It shows him Khan is serious and 
focused on the huge task ahead of him 
in Madison Sguare Garden against the 
WBO world welterweight champion. 

Gone are Khan's pals, family and 
hangers-on, who used to ferry him to 
and from training carrying all his gear. 

"He used to come with friends and 
have distractions, but now he's coming 
to the gym by himself carrying his own 
bag," said his trainer Hunter. 

"I always say if you carry your own 
bag you're your own person. He's 
focused." 

Khan has kept it simple in his 
preparations and has had only his wife 
Faryal and baby daughter Alayna 
staying with him in camp. 

He says self-reliance is important 
because no-one can help him in the 
ring. 

"Carrying the bag is a symbol," he 
said. "There are Olympic and world 
champions in our gym, walking in and 
out every day, but we have to be very 
humble. 

"Sometimes when you have a big 
team you start relying on people. But 
when you go in the ring you're on your 
own." 

Khan, 32, feels more grounded as he 
approaches the end of his career and 
admits becoming a millionaire 
when he turned professional 
at 18 made him cocky. 

He can see now that 
some were turned off by 
his king-of-bling 
antics on social 
media and hopes 
they can see that 
is not the real 
him.

minute changes, as they have 
done previously. 

Morgan, though, is confident 
he can handle the issues. 

He said: “The situation will 
need managing and that will 
fall on myself and Trevor 
Bayliss’s shoulders. 

“But I don’t mind bearing 
the brunt of all of whatever 
challenge it might be. 

“Managing that progression 
is a matter of asking a couple 
of questions. Firstly, is the guy 
coming in bringing more 
than he is taking away? And, 
secondly, is the culture reacting 
well to him? 

“But any team that has 
a strong culture is normally 
extremely welcoming to 
anybody coming in and 
anybody who might help 
the environment or 
performance.”

BILLY VUNIPOLA was given a 
formal warning by the RFU 
yesterday after he liked a 
homophobic tweet by Australian 
full-back Israel Folau. 

England No 8 Vunipola 
expressed his contrition at a 
meeting with RFU chiefs on 
Monday but the warning will 
stay on his record for five years. 

A statement from the Union 
said the warning “may be taken 
into account in future 
disciplinary proceedings”. 

It added: “During the meeting 
the player expressed genuine 
regret at his public comments 
and understood that he had 
caused hurt and offence. 

“He has been reminded of his 
responsibilities as an England 
player and as an ambassador 
for the game, which values 
inclusivity and respect.” 

Vunipola also received a 
warning from his club, Saracens, 
on Monday, having put his own 
message on Instagram after 
fellow Christian Folau, below, 
had said on social media “Hell 
awaits” for “homosexuals”. 

Vunipola, booed during 
Saturday’s game against Bristol 
when he came off the bench, 
has been told to get ready for 
more of the same when Saracens 
play Munster in the 
European Champions 
Cup semi-final. 

Mark McCall, the 
Saracens director 
of rugby, is 
adamant his No 8 
can handle the 
stick. 

McCall said: “That 
is not something we 
can control. So whatever 
happens, will happen. He 
has got to deal with that, and 
we’ve got to deal with that as a 
group. 

“It’s probably better to expect 
it to happen. Billy’s sensitive but

I think he’s also strong. He has 
also got a group - he has been 
with us for a long time now - 
who support their team-mates.

HUGO LLORIS says Spurs are 
bracing themselves for an 
early onslaught from a fired-up 
Manchester City, insisting they 
are “ready to suffer”.

H “It [the Quadruple] is 
something we are all 
dreaming of and all want 
to achieve at the club 
and as players - everyone 
involved at Manchester 
City wants it. 

“The Premier League is 
the competition we play 
week in, week out for 
38 games; the Champions 
League I am not sure how 
many games. But they are 
both so important for our 
history as a club. It’s one 


of those questions where the 
amount of games compared to 
the prestigious competition is 
something we have not got 
and want to put in the trophy 
cabinet. 

“But we are still on for the 
Quadruple and that is the dream 
we are trying to achieve and 
fighting every day for.”

ONE team had Lionel Messi, 
the other simply were messy. 
Manchester United were 
handed a brutal reality check 
here in the Nou Camp, a 
sobering reminder of just how 
far they fallen behind Europe’s 
elite. 

And this result, while not a 
surprise, underlines the size of 
the rebuilding job facing Ole 
Gunnar Solskjaer, one that 
proved beyond his three 
predecessors. United need a 
radical overhaul this summer if 
they are to have any hope of 
sitting back at Europe’s top 
table any time soon. 

Solskjaer needs a major 
clear-out of players who have 
stayed on too long at United, 
with skipper Ashley Young - at 
fault for the first goal after 16 
minutes - among those who 
are past their sell-by date. 

Young may have been the 
culprit for the opener, his over¬ 
elaboration on the ball proving 
costly, but it was the normally 
reliable goalkeeper David De 
Gea, who has been well below 
his imperious best this season, 
who was to blame for Messi’s 
second. Even though his 
midfield and defence left him 
exposed, by allowing Messi to 
slalom his way into a shooting 
position, De Gea had no one to 
blame but himself for allowing 
the tame shot to squirm under 
his body and into the net 

De Gea has one year left on 
his contract and has yet to 
agree an extension, with 
United adamant they will not 
be forced to sell him this 
summer, even if he does not 
sign a new deal before next 
season. But after his howler, 
United could do worse than 
cash in on the 28-year-old, 
whose mind appears elsewhere, 
with Real Madrid ready and 
waiting. De Gea may have 
produced a fine reaction save 
at point-blank range to deny 
Sergi Roberto thereafter, but it 
was too little, too late. 

Then there is the Paul Pogba 
conundrum.

Spending £52m on Fred, 
who was hopelessly outclassed 
last night, was yet more 
evidence of why United need a 
director of football to oversee 
a strategic recruitment policy, 
while the signing of Alexis 
Sanchez, on £500,000 a week, 
was another monumental 
misjudgment. 

TLe big prizes have eluded

Ferguson left and will continue 
to do so until there is a 
fundamental change at the 
club in terms of the approach 
to rebuilding the squad.

MIRACLES do not happen 
twice. And never in the face of 
such genius. 

The night belonged to Lionel 
Messi, destroying Manchester 
United with the sort of 
breathtaking performance that 
has established him as the 
greatest player of this and 
arguably any generation.
